FIGHTING SHIP TO 
BE LAUNCHED AT 
TACOMA SOON 


TACOMA, May 
9.—-The 
scout 
cruiser Cincinnati, the third of three 
sister ships which will be the fast-^ 
est fighting vessels in the U. S.* 
navy, will take her maiden plunge 
into salt water here at 6:30 o’clock 
this evening. Mrs. Charles E. Tludor. 
wife of the director of safety of 
Cincinnati, Ohio .will break a bot­ 
tle of Ohio river water over the 
stern of the vessel 
in sponsoring 
tho newest of Uncle Sam’s craft. 
The 
boat 
will 
be 
launched 
bow 
first. 
Construction records wore brok­ 
en on the Cincinnati, which is be­ 
ing sent into the water of Puget 
Sound just l l months and 24 days 
after her k e e l 
was 
laid, 
seven 
months ahead of schedule. Her sis­ 
ter ships, the Omaha was on the 
way 24 months and the Milwaukee 
18 months. 
The Cincinnati’s length is 550.5 
feet and she is only 55.4 feet across 
the beam. She displaces 7.100 tons. 
Her power plant will develop 105,- 
000 horsepower. 
The power will he carried to four 
propellers, two on each side of the 
ship. Those propellers are expected 
to drive the boat through the water 
at a 40 mile an hour clip, the speci­

cinnati make 35 knots an hour on 
her trial trip.
